AN INSOLVENCY LAW. 

Now that Mr. Monk's Insolvency Bill 
has been killed, the Montreal Star 
agiliiting for a definite promise from the 
government of such legislation next yeal 
In event of such a promise not bein 
forthcoming, it says that the business 
community will be obliged to turn its 
efforts t<> the provincial legislatures, li 
i.s sincerely to ibc hoped that no such ex- 
pedient will be attempted as to procure 
by provincial legislation what should 
emanate from the Dominion parliament. 
Seven different insolvency laws in t'an- 
nita would he almost as had as none at 
nil. If there is anything in tho world 
in which uniformity of legislation is re 
quired from ocean to ocean, it is in ileal 
ing .villi the question of Insolvency. 
What the promoters of such legislation 
nielli do with advantage is to endeavor 
to gel the provincial governments to pass 
resolutions in favor of a uniform Cana- 
dian 'bankruptcy law. Such resolutions 
would strengthen the demand already 
made by the business interests of the 
cmiMUtmity. But the .Montreal Star ami 
other advocates of this legislation would 
ib> far more to procure the highly neces- 
sary reform if they were to unmask the 
opposition to it. We are a long way 
from Ottawa, the centre of government, 
miu] from Montreal and other centres of 
trade ami commerce. Possibly we do 
not possess the political prescience which 
is the glory of the wise men of the 
bias!. But we have always accepted if 
as a political axiom that the way to 
secure any reform is to kill the people 
who are opposing it, provided they are 
incapable of conversion. How can you 
kill people when you do not know who 
they lire? Here is a reform which is 
approved by every man who has taken 
the trouble to inquire into the question 
sufltciently to understand its bearing. 
The absence of an insolvency law is 
.hampering trade, particularly domestic 
trade ami inter-Empire trade. That may 
i be taken as a fact. The people of Can- 
dida may not all have studied the ques- 
tion as a whole, but they are quite satis- 
fied with the findings of those who have. 
Although they are not burningly interest- 
ed ill the question, they arc certainly not 
opposing 'ittional and uniform reform. 
fThe political parties are a mere reflex 
of the people. It is silly to say they lire 
too engrossed in party politics to sup- 
port such legislation, because it would 
be equally true to say that they are 
•too engrossed in party politics to oppose 
it. There is no question that Mr. Monk 
utlid the bttsiurss interests of the country 
arc quite honest, sincere ami strenuous 
in their support of the measure.

190d, 
a resolution was passed empowering 
your special committee to enquire into

2. We find that within the original 
Columbia & Western reserve there re- 
mained after deducting the alternate 
blocks appropriated fur the construction 
of the fast section, and two pieces of 
land appropriated for the deficiency 
lands to which the company were en- 
titled for tho construction of that sec- 
tion, an area of land amounting to 2,- 
000,000 acres. We also find that within 
the said reserve there was ample land 
available to satisfy nil that the com- 
pany was -entitled to receive for the con- 
struction of the third section, which re- 
serve had remained set apart for the 
purposes of the company for a period of 
live years. 

3. We find that the order-in-council 
directing the issue of grants for blocks 
4,593 and 4,594 was fettered by no con- 
ditions of any kind whatever, and that 
under that order-in-council, assuming 
that the settlement had not violated 'the 
conditions of the Subsidy Act. the com- 
pany would have been forthwith -entitled 
to a delivery of the grants. 

4. We find that questions pertinent to 
the matter we had to enquire into were 
asked throughout the session of 1.902, as 
would appear by the journals of th 
House, and the government permitted 
answers thereto to be given that were 
not in accordance with the real facts. 

5. We find that on the 5th day of 
May, 1002, a return, purporting to Ik> a 
return of the order-in-council relating 
to tho granting of blocks 4,593 ami 4,- 
504, and of all correspondence, etc. con- 
nected therewith, failed to refer to a 
number of letters that passed between 
the executive of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company and the Honorable 
the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works, which although marked "per- 
sonal," were clearly official letters, deal- 
ing with otlicial business; and also fail- 
ed to return a letter of 8th day of No- 
vember, 1901, from the Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Lands and Works to the <!<>v- 
ment Agent at Fort Steele showing that 
blocks 4,503 ami 4,594 were granted to 
the Railway Conipauv. 

(i. We find that if Hill No. 87 had be- 
come law the Columbia & Western Rail- 
way Company would have had power 
conferred on them to claim blocks -1,593 
and 4,594. 

7. The committee have no difficulty 
in limling that the rescinding order-in- 
council of the 18th day of March, 1902, 
and Bill Xo. 10 were steps taken in the 
public interest as unquostionii'blv the 
said lands, being blocks 4.593 and -1.59-1 
wore not and never could have been con- 
sidered to have been within purview of 
the Columbia & Western Railway Sub- 
sidy Act, 1890, and it is unreasonable 
to assume that the Railway Company, 
advised tit all times by eminent counsel, 
was not aware that such lands were 
without the purview of the statute. That 
lieing the fact, no matter what other 
cause moved the government ill the mat- 
ter, the rescinding order-in-council was 
right and proper as was also the legis- 
lation that followed— nil being in the 
public interest— and viewing the matter 
in this way. we cannot see what ground 
of complaint is open to the railway
